of tbe Wilson law. It lias scoured the 
world for sugar and bad in stock by the 
iime the conference report was presentee 
to the public over 700,000 tons of raw su 
gar, or, In round numbers, 1,500,000,000 
pounds. 
Think of it' Enough sugar to 


oad seventy thousand cars, or to loac 
thiee thousand five hundred freight trains 
of twenty cars each, or to make one eon 
tinuous train over fifty miles in length. 


On every pound of this sugar which i: 


had in stock it was perfectly apparent tha' 
it would make whatever profit there wai 
between tbe tariff rates of the Wilsdn law 
and the increased tariff rates named by 
the Dingley law, or an aggregate proO 
calculated at about 22 million dollars. 
Is it surprising that sugai stock went u; 
in view ot the fact that this organization 
would make upon the sugar which it bac 
brought into the country 12 million dol 
lars by tbe mere advance which the frain 
ers of this bill have found it necessary t 
make in tariff rates in order to protec 
tbe pugai producers of tbe United State 
and bring a revenue to the government? 


But, the objector will say, every bod 


amiliar with this subject know that tbe 
ugar trust had all this sugar in stack, 
nd cince this fact was well known this 
003 not account for the sudden rise in 
ugar trust stock which followed the an 
ouncoment of the agreement of the con- 
ronce committoj This is true; but the 
xplunat'on of the sudden advance, which 
as caused by tbo profit thus assured to 
10 sugar trust through the enormous 
ock on hand, is found in tha fact that 
ecrctury Gage had recommended to eon 
ress the placing of an internal revenue 
ax of one cent por pound on all unrefined 
ugur In tho United States when tho now 
iriff law should go into effect, the object 
aing to compel the trust to pay tho gov- 
rumont a tax of one cent per pound on 
11 this 3,500000,000 
pounds of sugar

Had Secretary Gage's reoommen- 


atHon been accepted by the conferees and 
y congress, it would have compelled the 
'ust to pay in internal revenue taxes 
robably 15 million dollars upon tho su- 
ar which it had piled up in its ware 
ouses. 
The conferees aud congress, however, 
Id not adoot Secretary Gage's recommen- 
atlon, for reasons which they looked up- 
n as entirely sufficient, and tho moment 
lis fact became known, flrst, that tho 
ugar trust would make tbis largo profit 
y reason ot the increased duty on sugar, 
nd, second, that U would not be ccm- 
ellotl to pay out any of that profit In the 
roposed internal revene tax upon its su- 
ar in stock, those who calculated thu 
roflts which it would make during the 
oming year on this enormous mass of 
ugar which it holds saw readily that the 
roflts would bo great ami the dividends 
rgo.
